ROME, May 28.—Premier Mussolini's 
historic address in the chamber of 
deputies this week continues to be al- 
most the sole topic of conversation in 
political and diplomatic circles here.

Two Are Shot 
When Bullets 
‘Rake Bakery 


Two hundred machine gun bullets, 
fired from a curtained automobile into 
the plant of Aiello & Co., wholesale 
manufactureres of pastry at 473 West 
Division street, last night re-opened 
the dormant gang wars that reached 
their climax in the reign of the no- 
toricus Genna brothers. In the opin- 
ion of the underworld leaders this 
first skirmish presages another war of 
extermination. 

Five men who were in the baking 
Plant when the bullets, without warn- 
ing. began to crash in. fell to the 
floor in an endeavor to escape the hail 
of lead. Two, it is believed, were 
seriously wounded. Two others fied, 
and when the police arrived at the 
scene only Frank Randazzo, 864 Gil- 
pin place, a baker, was left. 

Alleged Slayer Wounded. 

Questioned at the Chicago avenue 
station, Randazzo reluctantly disclos- 
ed that one of the wounded was Tony 
Aiello, of 505 West Division street, a 
spaghetti salesman who was indicted 
last August for the murder of An- 
tonio Spano, a former henchman of 
the Gennas. 

“TI was in the back of the office,” 
said Randazzo. “Tony, who is a 
brother of Joe and Dominic Aiello, 
the owners, and three other men were 
in front. When the bullets came Tony 
dropped to the floor, yelling ‘I’m 
dead.’ He had been shot in the neck.” 

The other victim of the marksman- 
ship of the men in the automobile was 
Charles Delio, 516 West Oak street, 
according to Randazzo. He was struck 
in the side. ne

Bullets Riddle Wedding 

Several large decorative cakes, such 
as are in great demand at Italian wed-.

The district in which the shooting 
occurred has been the scene of many 
killings. It was only about a hundred 
feet from the bakery that Spano, “ The 
Cavalier,” who had been imported 
from Italy as a killer under the pa- 
tronage of the Gennas, was shot down 
in broad daylight. 

A 12 year old boy who had witnessed 
the killing identified Tony Aiello as 
the slayer. Following the indictment 
the case dragged slowly in the courts, 
and only about two weeks ago Aiello 
was freed. 

Believe Genna Gang Involved. 

The old Genna cohorts, who split) 
into factions after three of the six 
brothers had been killed, are believed 
to be involved in this shooting. It 
was the Cavalier who was named by 
Tony Genna on his deathbed as the 
man who had shot him down.

Corn planting is more than a month 
late in some parts of the great corn 
growing central west. Heavy rains 


Hit by Excessive Rains. 
Between two and three. inches of 
rain have fallen in several parts of 
the corn belt since Friday morning. 
The heaviest rains were in Iowa and 
Indiana, according to C. A. Donnel 
of the weather bureau. At Charles 
City, Ia., 2.08 inches of rain fell, and 
2.02 inches at Decorah, Ia., the north- 
eastern part of that big corn state. 
Paolia, Ind., reports more than two 
inches Friday and Saturday. 

These corn belt rains fell on fields 
already saturated. Farmers all over 
the corn, belt are wading through their 
fields with spades and hoes digging 
ditches and doing everything they can 
to drain off the surplus water. They 
fear the soil will be left sour. Still 
further the outlook for the crops al- 


fered setbacks, while farmers fear ex- 
tremely hot weather in midsummer, 
as usual following such a rainy spring 
and early summer. They fear their 
late corn, will be scorched in July and 
August. Oats in Illinois is laté and 
the spotty condition of the fields con- 
tinues to get worse, due to recent 
rains. 

Pastures and meadows, however, are 
in fine shape. -Wheat is in good shape 
generally over the state. 
During recent spells in Indiana it 
has been too wet for many farmers 
to get their crops planted. In fact, 
it has been almost impossible for Hoos- 
fier farmers to plant corn in most 
counties. 

Iowa farmers stfll are short on sun- 
shine and are having entirely too much 
rain in many parts of that state. 
There is probably more tian 60 per 
cent of the corn planted in Iowa.

- Never Lived with Husband. 


It was established that before leav- 
ing the House of David in 1920 Esther, 
who had married a man named Horace 
Hannaford in one of the group mar- 
riages, had asked for a divorce from 
her elderly husband, with whom she 
never had lived. As a basis for the 
suit, it was agreed that desertion would 
be charged. 

- When the decree was received by 
Esther in a House of David envelope, 
the grounds named were desertion. 
But two years later she learned that 
an amended bill had been filed, charg- 
ing her also with extreme cruelty and 
adultry, and that the court records, 
now in evidence reveal that testimony 
was presented on thé same day the 
bill was amended, while the decree she 
received made no mention of these 
facts. 

Alleged Error of Clerk. 

The defense contends that the House 
of David is in no way bound by the 
actions of lawyers who obtained the 
divorce, or by the alleged error of the 
clerk in preparing the decree. 

Taking up where she left off yester- 
day with the story that has been 
predicted about the court room will

Washington, D. C., May 28.—[Sp2-

@ial.}—On Nov. 12, 1921, there gath- 
ered here a distinguished assemblage 
of diplomats to open, as Lord Balfour 
80 aptly said, “a new chapter in the 
history of-world reconstruction.” This 
gathering was first greeted by the 
President of the United States. Mr. 
Charlies Evans Hughes, secretary of 
state, then commenced a memorable 
eration. 

“If we are warned by the inade- 
quacy of earlier endeavors for limita- 
tion of armaments,” ran his sonorous 
mentences, “we cannot fail to recog- 
mite the extraordinary opportunity 
mow presented. We not only have the 
lessons of the past to guide, not only 
@o we have the reaction from the dis- 
illusioning experiences of war, but we 
must meet the challenge of imperative 
economic demands. What was conven- 
fent or highly desirable before is now 
@ matter of vital necessity. If there 
faz to be economic rehabilitation, if the 
longings for reasonable progress are 
mot to be denied, if we are to be spared 


ate in the desire to shake off burdens 
mo longer endurable, competition in 
armament must stop.” 


Proposes Scrapping of Ships. 

A ftew minutes later Mr. Hughes 
startled the convention by proposing 
that all battleships and battle cruisers 
under construction be scrapped. When 
this proposition was discussed by the 
committee appointed for that purpose, 
the Japanese delegates wished to com- 
plete the fine battleship Mutsu and 
scrap in its place one of their older 
ships. There was no objection to this, 
but as it would give Japan additional 
tonnage and a new instead of an old 
ship, the United States was allowed 
to complete the Colorado and West 
Virginia to replace two older vessels 
and Great Britain was allowed to build 
two ships of 35,000 tons to replace 
four older vessels. 

These maneuvers gave Great Britain 
@ total of 558,950 tons; United States, 
625,850 tons, and Japan $01,320 tons. 
Mr. Hughes, having thus quelled “ the 
uprisings of people made desperate,”

Poem from Aztec.

MEXICO CITY, May 28.—Tuwe TRIB- 
UNE correspondent has unearthed and 
translated from the Aztec into Eng- 
lish, in the trochaic meter of the orig- 
inal, a long lost epic of the “fair 
god,” which bears the title “ The Song 
of Quetzalcoatl.”” It occupies in Aztec 
twenty-six folio pages with lines of 
double length, the ordinary trochaic 
lines making in the English transla- 
tion a book of 100 pages. Accompany- 
ing the poem are a score of colored 
pictures made by Indian artists to fl- 
lustrate the poem, back in the six- 
teenth century, shortly after the con-

quest of Mexico. 

The poem is laid tn the days of the 
mythical Toltec empire, while the 
Saxons still were governing England. 
It opens with a canto glorifying 
Quetzalcoatl, the famous fair god of 
culture, sent over the purple sea of 
Skyland from Sunland, by the great 
Sun himself, to bring Mexico drawing, 
writing, the arts, crafts, and sciences. 


Palaces of Gold. 
The work describes the

The son-in-law, with a following of 
dwarfs and hunchbacks, defeats the 
host of Coatepecs and returns in tri- 
umph to Tula, where King Huemac, 
with all his courtiers, goes otit to 
meet him, and lavishes on him the sig- 
nal honors only given to a conqueror 
returning home.

“ The interest on bonds and paymient 
of principal, according to published 
statements of the highway department,

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12,000 Miles of 
Main Roads Sunk 
in Valley Floods 


WELVE hundred miles of mafn 
traveled highways had been put 

out of commission and rendered 
tmpasgsable in the area affected 

by the breaking of the levees and the 
overflowing of the Mississippi river 
at the end of the first week in May. 

Extent of the havoc that the flood 
has wrought on the roads of six states 
is disclosed in an exhaustive survey 
made by the American Automobile as- 
sociation, on the basis of telegraphic 
reports from its road scouts, from A. 
A. A. clubs In the devastated area and 
from state highway departments.

Who Gets the Dividend When 
Stocks Are Traded? 

There seems to be considerable confu- 
| Mon i the minds of many people as to 
who gets the dividend when stocks are 
traded. 

Confusion also exists over the meaning 
of the word “ex-dividend,” which ap- 
pears frequently in a footnote at the 
end of the stock tables, 

This is taken by many to mean “ extra 
dividend,” . which is not at all its true 
meaning. 

The expression “ éx-dividend ” mians 
“without the dividend”; that is, the 
Stock so designated sells without the divi- 
dend on that date, the approaching divi- 
dend being payable to the seller and not 
the buyer. 

When a dividend is declared it is de- 
clared payable on a certain date to 
Stockholders of record on a specified 
date previous to the date of payment. 

This means that stockholders whose 
names are recorded on the company’s 
, books as owners of the stock on that 
| date are entitled to receive the dividend 

when paid. 

This “ date of record ” is usually desig- 
nated as the “ ex-dividend” date. 

When one purchases a bond he pays 
the price asked plus accrued interest to 
date, 

In buying a stock, however, there is 
no accrued dividend to pay. He pur- 
chases the stock at the price stipulated 
and either gets the entire dividend for 
the period or no dividend for that period 
at all. * 

The market price for the stock usually 
takes care of the amount of dividend

And on that date its 
price normally will drop by an amount 
approximating the size of the next divi- 
dend payment. 

Those who purchase a stock just in 
time to get the next. dividend should real- 
ize that there is no especial advantage 
in this, as the seller is charging them 
the amount of this dividend in the price 
he asks. 

Also, those who think that by pur- 
chasing a stock just before the date on 
which the dividend is to be paid, they 
are entitled‘to receive the dividend should 
realize that the one in whose name it 
was held on the “ ex-dividend ” date is 
the one who gets, it regardless of who 
owns it on the date of payment.

One great factor is the fact that delieate material is used. An- 
other is the one color scheme. Still another is the dipping panels 
that add the necessary illusion of tallness. This is, however, not 
only a dress for the short, but one which can be worn by women of

However, the drapery at the V neck, which serves 
as the beginning of a cascading jabot, is far from the easiest thing in 
the world to arrange. This center front drapery extends from the 
neck to the hem line and falls just about three inches below. The 
narrowest of belts of brown satin serves to emphasize the bloused

EW YORK. — [Special . Corre- 

spondence.]—The three great 

peace destroyers of the female 

world are, if I may judge from 
the letters addressed to this depart 
ment, fat, acne, and superfluous hair. 
I have not written them in order oi 
their ability to make life miserable.

There are remedies and relief 
for almost every ailment you can men- 
tion, from crown to heel. And super- 
fluous hair has not been overlooked 
in this great movement to make beau- 
tiful women more so and less attrac- 
tive women aware that only ignorance 
may be advanced as their excuse for 
remaining unattractive. 

Daily I marvel and send up thanks 
for the blessings that are woman's 
today. Women who twenty-five years 
ago would have dropped out of the 
parade hopelessly discouraged over 
the uneven distribution of female pul- 
chritude, today would be leading the 
procession armed to the teeth with 
modern “improvements.” Just in the 
item of superfluous hair alone the 
woman of an earlier day accepted it 
as something in the nature of a curse 
wished on her at birth, from which 
she couldn't extricate herself if she 
would. If she had heard of depila.- 
tories. or razors, or tweezers, or 
waxes she would not have dared use

them. Heredity also gave you a fight- 
ing spirit.

Medical authorities are unanimous 
in their approval of the efectric needic 
as the method of removing the hairs 
permanently.

white grape juice did very well for it. 

The following makes a darker frult 
cake and a rather sticky one, which 
we think is pleasanter than a fruit 
cake with a top like hard ginger bread, 
and so too dry to be palatable: One- 
fourth pound of unsalted butter thor- 
oughly creamed, one-fourth cup of 
sugar, two eggs, one-half cup of flour, 
twelve ounces of currants, eight 
ounces of raisins, five ounces of can- 
died citron: melon or substitute, two 
ounces of candied orange peel, five 
ounces of figs, four ounces of blanched 
and coarsely chopped almonds, three 
tablespoons of dark molasses, a pinch 
of soda, two tablespoons of cold water 
beaten with the cgg yolks, a half tea- 
spoon of salt. 

Use a large bow! and a stiff long 
handled wooden spoon in mixing this 
cake and then the hand. Pium pud- 
dings and fruit cakes need that thor- 
ough and complete blending which 
can only be done perfectly with the 
hand, and the larger the quantity the 
more need there is to use the hand. 
All fruits must be floured, and for this 
cake the raisins, orange peel, figs, and 
almonds may be put through the 
coarse disc of the food chopper. About 
all the flour is needed in this cake for 
is as a binding agent with the egg. 


Baking a Fruit Cake. 


The oven as slow as 250 degrees is 
perhaps best for baking a fruit cake, 
althigugh some ovens with a thermom- 
eter registering 300 degrees are right 
for the cake baked in small loaves 
The large loaves require four hours. 
but small ones will be well done in 
about an hour and a half even at 260 
and surely at 300, which is a tempera- 
ture yielding good results. When the 
temperature is about as low as any- 
thing can be baked, the time must be 


long. 
' A fruit cake with a split in the top 
is usually one that has been baked in 


it something that cannot be eut in 
slices without these breaking. And 
really hot alcoho! or spirit trying to 
escape will riddle a cake. The ideal 
way is to bake a fruit cake so it will 
swell equally, be flat on the top, and 
compact al] through. 


Taking Up a Cake. 

Any well baked cake, even when the 
pan is paper lined, as those for fruit 
cakes are, can stand in the pan until 
cool, but the pan had best be placed 
on a wire rack. If the cake came from 
too hot an oven, it may sweat too 
much if left in the pan, but this fact 
should be a check on careleas baking. 
A scorched fruit cake is, of all things, 
wrong, because the texture cannot be 
what it ought ‘to be, and even the fruit 
will lose its pleasant moisture. Even 
when the cake tin is paper lined it is 
best to allow the cake to cool some- 
what before disturbing it, so allowing 
the steam to subside. A hot fruit cake 
will break easily and that is a trial! 


A Wedding Relish. 


Strawberries in their hulls or dark 
cherries in tiny white baskets with 
some of the green leaves, or radish 
roses, or olives heated up in a little 
bit of butter, and served with plain 
wafers, may be used for the beginning 
of a wedding luncheon or breakfast, 
while more elaborate little things like 
the canapes are more suitable for a 
‘wedding dinner. Any cream soup that 
can be beautifully made and served 
will be acceptable, and if the meat is 
not chicken, of 
ac- 
ceptable and festive of any of them, 
but if chicken is the meat used some 
other soup must be chosen. 

Creamed Chicken. 

Since fried chicken needs to be 
served so immediately after it is done, 
it is not a suitable meat to have when 
a large number of people are to be 
served.

Wedding Salads, 


The white bleached French endive 
is obtainable at this season, as well as 
in the winter, and makes the best 
basis for several types of salad, espe- 
cially an elegant fruit salad. A little 
its positive green 
may be used also, but sparingly. Or 
in its place some mint may be used. 
It is especially good with orange. It 
should be chopped and mixed with a 
little sugar to make it most acceptable. 

The fruit, itself, may be prepared 
in no end of ways. Whole slices of 
Orange or quarter slices may be 
slipped along into a graceful little, 
band. A fruit salad, which is to be 
served partly for its ornamental value, 
may be built up on a chop platter and 
made as handsome as a bouquet. Pine- 
apple, cut in slices and each slice 
shredded, can be made exceedingly at- 
tractive if imitation flowers are de- 
sirable. A. little grapefruit with or- 
ange and pineapple will be good and 
mayonnaise with half whipped cream, 
flavored with fruit juice, can be most 
dainty. The daintiest and prettiest of 
all fruit juices for this purpose is, 
perhaps, that of raspberries, and there 
is no fruit salad that can compare 
with one of raspberries and fresh 
peaches, when these are obtainable. 


Cream of Almond Soup. 


For each four cups of soup cut three 
long stems of celery into small pieces 
—after washing, brushing and scrap- 
ing it—and one pint of water. Add a 
pinch of salt and half a teaspoon of 
sugar and a few grains of cayenne 
pepper. Put over the fire, bring to the 
boiling point and simmer for forty 
minutes. Ftrain, pound the celery, then 
return the cooking liquid to it. 

To a scant tablespoon of meited but- 
ter add a tablespoon of flaur, stir them 
smooth, and add the celery and liquid. 
Stir and cook for fifteen minutes. Add 
salt enough to bring up flavor and a 
little cream. At this point this can 
be served as a sort of cream of celery 
soup. 

For the almond soup, add to it one- 
half cup of almond nut meats, which 
have been bianched, well dried—so that 
they will not De soggy—chopped fine, 
or pounded and cooked for ten minutes 
in three-fourths of a cup of milk. Put’ 
this with the celery soup and cook 
the two together for five minutes. 

If the flavor ts not rich seeming, 
add one teaspoon of sugar, but it 
should never be nvuticeably sweet, even 
for a wedding meal. Serve with thin- 
nest etrips of toast. 

A garnish of wnipped cream looks 
well, but is likely to cool the soup, and 
tepid soups are not pleasant. But if 
cups are hot the cream can be used 
and even it can be garnished with a 
splinter of almonds, or a rose petal.

One 
wonders how it persists when there 
is nothing in either theory or prac- 
tice to support it. It results in poor 
balance, muscular effort, and strained 
jockey muscles. To grip with the 
knees, the toes t ed inward, which 
brings the knees closer to the horse’s 
side, while the lower leg is thrown 
outward and clear of the horse. 


Grip With Lower Leg. 

In this position the grip of the rider 
is above the bulge, or the point of 
greatest width of the horse’s side, 
which has a tendency to squeeze the 
rider up and out of his seat, in much 
the same principle that one might pop 
a melon seed between thumb and 
forefinger. 

If grip is desirable, and there are 
times when one feels that he is about 
to be unseated, when an ounce of 
grip is worth ten pounds of impact, 
one can exert a far greater effect by 
gripping with the lower leg below the 
bulge of the harse’s side than by

Shoulders, Arms and Elbows. 


The shoulders will have the appear- 
ance of being slightly in rear of the 
seat. This appearance results from 
the tucking of the buttocks forward 
and under the body, rather than any 
effort at carrying the shoulders to the 
rear. The position prescribed for the 
arms is essential to g hands, and 
will be covered under “Aids.”’ 

Should the elbows be carried to the 
front, the weight of the arms will in- 
duce heaviness of hand. Should they 
be carried far out from the sides of 
the body, the shoulders will be lifted, 
resulting in a loss of suppleness, bal- 
ance and grace.

The entrance hall of a small] subur- 
ban house gives an interesting first 
impression, due to its painted furni- 
ture. It is just a small square room 
and as there are few pieces needed 
in its furnishings, they have been 
made use of as striking color notes. 
Against the wal] space directly op- 
posite the front door stands a con- 
sole table painted intense turquoise 
blue.

Woodwork is painted black with a 
fine line of scarlet at the edge. The 
walls are plain white. Built-in cup- 
boards and cabinets,-the work table, 
sink and doors of the stove, as well 
as an electric refrigerator, set into 
one corner of the room, all are en- 
ameled white. 


At the windows are amusing sash 
curtains of white calico with large 
black polka dots, finished at the edges 
with fine bindings of scarlet. In one 
end of the room is a group of three 
recessed windows. A breakfast set is 
piaced in the alcove formed by these. 
The drop leaf table and four chairs 
are painted black, finished in a high 
gloss, and decorated at the edge with 
a fine line of scarlet.

At the 
windows are draperies of pale yellow 
taffet§, topped by shaped cornices of 
t6le, painted pistachio green. “ Tie- 
backs for the draperies match the 
cornices. Glass curtains of white 
point d’esprit hang straight to the 
sill. Twin beds, painted a soft green, 


have covers of green taffeta, piped 
with yellow. 

On a tabie between the beds is a 
globular crystal lamp with a jade pink 
shade. The shade is made of tight 
stretched crystal beads which sparkle 
like dewdrops when the light is’ 
turned on. 

An arm chair, and a little chair for 
the dressing table are upholstered in 
jade pink sunfast, with diagonal 
stripes in green and yellow, separated 
by black hairlines. Pier cabinets 
painted green on the outside and yel- 
low on the inside stand at each side 
of the door. Interesting bits of glass- 
ware, porcelain and enameled pieces 
are placed in these cabinets. The 
floor is rugged in deep green chenille. 

A soft color scheme is useé in the 
room illustrated today. The walls are 
warm, pinxish mauve, set off into 
panels by means of wood moldings, 
which are a trifie darker than the 
walls. All of the furniture is painted 
antique ivory, with high lightings of 
gold and flower garland decorations. 

On the bed, which is placed length- 
wise against the wall, a lovely old 
Spanish shawl in soft old rose is used 
for a cover. The chaise longue and 
a little arm chair are upholstered 
in light amethyst damask. They are 
placed near together at one end of 
the room so that they form a pleas- 
ant, converrational group.

ELECTING the right kind of hats 
for the bridesmaids is always a 
deep problem for the bride, but 
‘the hat shown and described in 
this article will be of great assistance 
to her. It was worn at a smart spring 
wedding. 

There were three bridesmaids in the 
wedding party dressed in three shades 
of orchid taffeta, that is, one a light 
orchid, the next a little deeper, and 
the third one quite a few shades deeper 
than the first. The hats worn with 
these dresses were large mushroom, 
natural colored leghorn. The back of 
the brim lacks only an.inch of being 
as wide as the front and sides. 

A deep shade of orchid velvet is used 
to make a narrow binding on the edge 
of brim. Three-fourths of a yard of 
velvet on the bias is required for the 
three hats. To make this binding, cut 
one-eighth of a yard or four and one- 


ing off under the orchids where the bs 
is cut, and the ribbon falls 
into -one loop and two ends in from 
of the shoulder.

Many riders, however, have objected 
to. it, contending that it cramps the 
leg. They feel that the leg is being 
pushed upward. But one does not feel 
a tendency to be pushed up and out 
of a low chair. It is merely a ques- 
tion of leg relaxation and correct stir- 
rup length. Ours is a happy compro. 
mise between the racing jockey with 
short stirrups and the American cow- 
boy with his long stirrups. Ours is the 
road trotting, obstacle jumping, gen- 
eral utility stirrup length. 

There are still many advocates of 
the “knee grip” seat. It ig generally 
known ag the English seat; although 
it ig no longer taught in the Enylish 
cavalry school. The United States cav- 
alry school dropped it in 1912. One 
wonders how jit persists when there 
is nothing in either theory or prac- 
tice to support it. It results in poor 
balance, muscular effort, and strained 
jockey muscles. To grip with the 
knees, the toes turned inward, which 
brings the knees closer to the horse’s 
side, while the lower leg is thrown 
outward and clear of the horse. 


Grip With Lower Leg. 

In this position the grip of the rider 
is above the bulge, or the point of 
greatest width of the horse's side, 
which has a tendency to squtéeze the 


rider up and out of his seat, in much. 


the same principle that one might pep 
a melon seed between thumb an 
forefinger. 
If grip is desirable, and there are 
times when one feels that he is about 
to be unseated, when an ounce of 


grip is worth ten pounds of impact, 


one can exert a far greater effect by 
gripping with the lower leg below the 
bulge of the horse’s side than by 
squeezing the knees together. In the 
thigh-knee-calf contact seat, as illus- 
trated in the accompanying sketch, 
the legs are relaxed and should be 
wrapped about the horse in much the 
same way as the relaxed fingers en- 
circle a ball. 

To sum up, the advantage claimed 
for the lower leg position: It helps 
secure the rider’s seat by giving con- 
tact, not grip, below the bulge. With- 


out disarranging the seat, it permits .

& smooth, even, and instantaneous ap- 
plication of the leg aids, in rear of the 
girth at the point of greater effect. 
It enables the rider, without gripping, 
to shift his balance readily and fully 
and to “ sense’”’ his horse. It prevents 
a loose and swinging lower leg which 
is @ constant threat and irritation to 
a nervous horse. It causes the stirrup 
strap to hang perpendicularly, giving 
a fixed support when posting and con- 
tributes to balance, relaxation and com- 
fort, and thereby security and less 
fatigue. 

The position prescribed for the ankle, 
the heel and the toe, is the natural 
result of a properly adjusted stirrup 
and a completely relaxed ‘eg. Ex- 
aggerated efforts at forcing the heel 
downward should be avoided, as it de- 
prives the ankle of all pliability and 
suppleness. With beginners there is a 
natural tendency for the knee to work 
up on the saddle. This can be over- 
come by practice at riding without 
stirrups and by a relaxed and proper 
position of the lower leg. 


Shoulders, Arms and Elbows. 


The shoulders will have the appear- 
ance of being slightly in rear of the 
seat. This appearance results from 
the tucking of the buttocks forward 
and under the body, rather than any 
effort at carrying the shoulders to the 
rear. The position prescribed for the 
arms is essential to goed hands, and 
will be covered under “Aids.” 

Should the elbows be carried to the 
front, the weight of the arms will in- 
duce heaviness of hand. Should they 
be carried far out from the sides of 
the body, the shoulders will be lifted, 
resulting in a loss of suppleness, bal- 
ance and grace. Should they be car- 
ried in rear of the body, there is a 
tendency for the head to go forward 
and for the shoulders to become con- 
tracted. Moreoyer, the hands will 
come into the stomach and the rider 
will lose contrdél of his herse. 

Now that we have our rider placed 
in the saddle at the halt, we will next 
consider the horse in motion.

=. A TRAGIC NOTE 


The note, in pencil, led off with that 
quotation from Khayyam about cash 
and credit. I have forgotten the exact 
words. Then came a message to the 
writer’s mother, a message all about 
a quarrel with his father, a quarrel 
with his sweetheart, futile hopes of a 
job, and the “way out.” With the 
drama of the typical suicide letter of 
the story book the message asked that 
a minister (and only the last name 
was given) be directed to conduct fu- 
neral services and scatter the ashes 
of the dead man over Lake Michigan. 
And the last lines were EKipling’s, 


When earth’s last picture is painted, 
And the tubes are twisted and dried, 


It was a document without specific 
data. All the names were merely nick- 
names. All save that of the minister, 
and only his last name was used. So 


the barber didn’t know what to do 
about it; except that he was positive 


that the slim youth who had passed day 


his door was down in the pile of rub- 
bish in the areaway. 

Mose went down there, via the ele- 
vator. Surreptitiously he made his 
way about. He found nothing. Then 
he came back to the office. A deal of 
industry and some luck, and Mose, 
about 6 o’clock that evening, located 
a minister whose last name was that 
of the letter, who knew a boy named, 
let us say, Bob, who in turn loved a 
girl named Helen, and so on and so on. 
Moreover, said this minister, who 
ought to have been a reporter, this 
boy Bob had had a quarrel with his 
father, another with his sweetheart.

Everything dovetailed neatly. All 
except the body of the suicide. Mose 
called the police stations and hospitals 
for news of suicides. Gavin went over 
to the office building with orders to 
find the body. And I began a tele- 
phone barrage of north shore homes to 
locate Bob’s mother, and sweetheart. 
I found the mother at a neighborhood 
club meeting. Carefully, not to be 
cruel, I read her, briefly, excerpts from 
the letter.

“Yes, that’s my boy,” she said al- 
most immediately. ‘‘ He was reciting 
those poems to me just yesterday 
when he came out here for a visit.” 

More telephone calls and at last the

So Mose looked up more hospitals, 
and Gavin rummaged more zealously 
in the alley and areaway. 

At last, about midnight, I found 
where Bob’s girl, the girl with whom 
he had quarreled, lived.

OR rooms of informal character, 
nothing is more pleasing than 


painted furniture, It fits in ad- 
mirably with the present demand 

for gayety of color. Painted furniture 
is not, of course, a new idea, but there 
is a decided difference between our 
modern pieces of simple lines and those 
ornate creations belonging to the more 
rococo French periods. A range of 
eolors more clear and brilliant than 
those seen in the antique styles is made 
use of in our present day adaptations. 

The general demand is for less ex- 
pensive furniture which will, never- 
theless, create a gay and happy at: 
mosphere in the home. In many fur- 
niture and department stores unfin- 
ished pieces,. ready to be painted, are 
now on sale. For those who are a 
bit ambitious these pieces offer un- 
ending possibilities. It is fun to work 
out your own ideas and color schemes 
and to have an entirely individual set 
of your own conception. 

A gay little breakfast room I. saw 
recently is a decidedly pleasing place 
in which to start off the day. The 
walls are citron yellow, the woodwork 
black. A large-squared black and 
white linoleum covers the floor. At 
‘the windows are roller shades of citron 
yellow giazed chintz cut in scallops 
across the lower edge and piped with 
jade green. Curtains of black tarlatan 
are gathered very full and stitched 
across the bottom hem with heavy wor- 
sted in all colors of the rainbow. 
In these surroundings, the chairs, 
table and serving stand, which are 
painted a bright jade green, show to 
excellent advantage.

The entrance hall of a smal] subur- 
ban house gives an interesting first 
impression, due to its painted furni- 
ture. It is just a small square room 
and as there are few pieces needed 
in, its furnishings, they have been 
made use of as striking color notes. 
Against the wall space directly op- 
posite the front door stands a con- 
sole table painted intense turquoise 
blue. On it is placed a black bowl, 


filled with vivid yellow flowers. A 


mirror in a frame painted to match 
the table hangs in the space above. 

At each side of the table are rush 
bottom chairs painted a brilliant sap- 
phire blue, in contrast to their straw 
colored seats. These, with the tur- 
quoise table, make a most pleasing 
and unusual combination. The walls 
in this room are done in a paper 
showing scenic medallions, in tones 
of ecru on an ivory ground. Wood- 
work is painted deep ivory. Shields 
on the side lights are made of natural 
colored parchment, banded in _ tur- 
quoise and sapphire. A Chinese rug 
in several shades of blue, ivory and 
burnt orange is used on the floor.

Woodwork is paittted black with a 
fine line of scarlet at the edge. The 
walls are plain white. Built-in cup- 
boards and cabinets, the work table, 
sink and doors of the stove, as well 
as an electric refrigerator, set into 
one corner of the room, all are en- 
ameled white.

At the-windows are amusing sash 
curtains of white calico with large 
black polka dots, finished at the edges 
with fine bindings of scarlet. In one 
end of the room is a group of three 
recessed windows. A breakfast set is 
placed in the ‘alcove formed by these. 
Phe drap leaf table and four chairs 
are painted black, finished in a high 
gloss, and decorated at the edge with 
a fine line of scarlet. Black and 
white linoleum covers the floor.

In guest rooms, where whims in 
decoration may be indulged, painted 
furniture comes to the fore. One of 
the loveliest guest rooms I have ever 
seen is most pleasingly planned. Wood- 
work is white and the walls are done 
in a pale yellow paper, sprinkled 
with small sprigs of flowers. At the 
windows are draperies of pale yellow 
taffeta, topped by shaped cornices of 
téle, painted pistachio green. “Tie 


- backs” for the draperies match the 


cornices. Glass curtains of white 
point d’esprit hang straight to the 
sill. Twin beds, painted a soft green, 


have covers of green taffeta, piped 
with yellow. 

On a table between the beds isa 
globular crystal lamp with a jade pink 
shade. The shade is made of tight 
stretched crystal beads which sparkle 
like dewdrops when the light is | 
turned on. 

An arm chair, and a little chair for 
the drgssing table are upholstered in 
jade pink sunfast, with diagonal 
stripes in green and yellow, separated 
by black hairlines. Pier cabinets 
painted green on the outside and yel- 
low on the inside stand at each side 
of the door. Interesting bits of glass- 
ware, porcelain and enameled pieces 
are placed in these cabinets. The 
floor is rugged in deep green” chenille. 

A soft color scheme is used in the 
room illustrated today. The walls are 
warm, pinkish mauve, set off into 
panels by means of wood moldings, 
which are a trifle darker than the 
walls. All of the furniture is painted 
antique ivory, with high lightings of 
gold and flower garland decorations. 

On the bed, which is placed length- 
wise against the wall, a lovely old 
Spanish shawl in soft old rose is used 
for a cover. The chaise longue and 
a little arm chair are upholstered 
in light amethyst damask. They are 
placed near together at one end of 
the room so that they form a pleas- 
ant, conversational group.

Suddenly came a servant, then ‘another, and another. 


_Only Omar Khayyam and 
Kipling and twe other gentlemen 
named respectively Mose” and 
Gavin, are real. 

It was about noon one spring day 
when a barber over in a loop office 
building telephoned an excited mes- 
Sage about his discovery of a suicide 
note. Mose dispatched himself to in- 
terview the barber. 

The barber, it seems, had glanced 
up from his client, about 11:30 that 
morning, in time to glimpse a tall, 
slim, personable young man walking 
past into the gentlemen’s washroom. 
He though no more vf the young man 
until perhaps fifteen minutes later he 
went into the washroom to discover 
two pieces of paper on the window 
ledge, held in place with a cake of 
soap. The window was open, the 
drop, down eleven floors to the in- 
closed and secluded areaway, was steep 
and sheer and sure. 


A TRAGIC NOTE 


The note, in pencil, led off with that 
quotation from Khayyam about cash 
and credit. I have forgotten the exact 
words. Then came a message to the 
writer's mother, a message all about 
a quarrel with his father, a quarrel 
v ‘th his sweetheart, futile hopes of a 
job, and the “way out.” With the 
drama of the typical suicide letter of 
the story book the message asked that 


@ minister (and only. the last name 
Was given) be directed to conduct fu- 
neral services and scatter the ashes 
of the dead man over Lake Michigan. 

It was a document without specific 
data. All the names were merely nick- 
names. All save that of the minister, 
and only his last name was used. So 
the barber didn’t know what to do 
about it; except that he was positive 
that the slim youth who had passed 
his door was down in the pile of rub- 
bish in the areaway. 

Mose went down there, via the ele- 
vator. Surreptitiously he made his 
way about. He found nothing. Then 
he came back to the office. A deal of 
industry and some luck, and Mose, 
about 6 o’clock that evening, located 
a minister whose last name was that 
of the letter, who knew a boy named, 
let us say, Bob, who in turn loved a 
girl named Helen, and so on ané so on. 
Moreover, said this minister, who 
ought to have been a reporter, this 
boy Bob had had a quarrel with his 
father, another with his sweetheart. 
and was living, under an assumed 
name, at a boarding house in a north 
shore suburb. 

Everything dovetailed neatly. All 
except the body of the suicide. Mose 
called the police stations and hospitals 
for news of suicides. Gavin went over 
to the office building with orders to 
find the body. And I began a tele- 
phone barrage of north shore homes to

Roll the collar and cuff edges, and to 
these rolled edges whip the lace. 

The prettiest way to join the skirt 
and waist is by rolling the skirt edge 
and whipping it to the waist. This 


little dress buttons down the back of 
the waist or yoke part, and it should 
be a delight to make several of these 
dainty garments. 


Pattern No. 780 is a design suitable 
for general or afternoon wear, depend- 
ing largely on the material and cclor 
chosen. 


A two plece circular skirt is joined 
to a long waisted upper part. Circu- 
lar skirts are graceful, and certainly 
a comfort to walk in. Don't forget, 
after the seams have been finished, to 
hang the dress up for several days to 
allow the skirt to stretch on the sides.

Many riders, however, have objected 
to it, contending that it cramps the 
leg. They feel that the leg is being 
pushed upward. But one does not feel 
a tendency to be pushed up and out 
of a low chair. It is merely a ques- 
tion of leg relaxation and correct stir- 
rup length. Ours is a happy compro. 
mise between the racing jockey with 
short stirrups and the American cow- 
boy with his long stirrups. Ours is the 
road trotting, obstacle jumping, gen- 
eral utility stirrup length. 


There are still many advocates of 
the “knee grip” seat. It is generally 
known as the English seat, although 
it is no longer taught in the English 
cavalry school. The United States cav- 
airy school dropped it in 1912. One 
wonders how it persists when there 
is nothing in either theory or prac- 
tice to support it. It results in poor 
balance, muscular effort, and strained 
jockey muscles. To grip with the 
knees, the toes turned inward, which 
brings the knees closer to the horse’s 
side, while the lower leg is thrown 
outward and clear of the horse. 


Grip With Lower Leg. 

In this position the grip of the rider 
is above the bulge, or the point of 
greatest width of the horse's side, 
which has a tendency to squeeze the 
rider up and out of his seat, in much 
the samo principle that one might pop 
a melon seed between thumb and 
forefinger. 

If grip is desirable, and there are 
times when one feels that he is about 
to be unseated, when an ounce of 
grip is worth ten pounds of impact, 
one can exert a far greater effect by 
gripping with the lower leg below the 
bulge of the. hoarse’s side than by 
squeezing the knees together. In the 
thigh-knee-calf contact seat, as illus- 
trated in the accompanying sketch, 
the legs are relaxed and should be 
wrapped about the horse in much the 
same way as the relaxed fingers en- 
circle a ball. 

To sum up, the advantage claimed 
for the lower leg position: It helps 
secure the rider’s seat by giving con- 
tact, not grip, below the bulge. With- 
out disarranging the seat, it permits 


‘ 


a smooth, even, and instantaneous ap- 
plication of the leg aids, in rear of thé 
girth at the point of greater effect. 
It enables the rider, without gripping, 
to shift his balance readily and fully 
and to “sense” his horse. It prevents 
a loose and swinging lower leg which 
is a constant threat and irritation to 
a‘nervous horse. It causes the stirrup 
strap to hang perpendicularly, giving 
a fixed support when posting and con- 
tributes to balance, relaxation and com- 
fort, and thereby security and less 
fatigue. 

The position prescribed for the ankle, 
the heel and the toe, is the natural 
result of a properly adjusted stirrup 
and a completely relaxed leg. Ex- 
aggerated efforts at forcing the heel 
downward should be avoided, as it de- 
prives the ankle of all pliability and 
suppleness. With beginners there is a 
natural tendency for the knee to work 
up on the saddle. This can be over- 
come by practice at riding without 
stirrups and by a relaxed and proper 
position of the lower leg. 


Shoulders, Arms and Elbows. 


The shoulders will have the appear- 
ance of being slightly in rear of the 
seat. This appearance results from 
the tucking of the buttocks forward 
and under the body, rather than any 
effort at carrying the shoulders to the 
rear. The position prescribed for the 
arms is essential to good hands, and 
will be covered under “Aids.” 

Should the elbows be carried to the 
front, the weight of the arms will in- 
duce heaviness of hand. Should they 
be carried far out from the sides of 
the body, the shoulders will be lifted, 
resulting in a loss of suppleness, bal- 
ance and grace. Should they be car- 
ried in rear of the body, there is aj} 
tendency, for the head to go forward 
and for the shoulders to become con- 
tratted. Moreover, the hands will 
come into the stomach and the rider 
will lose control of his horse. 

Now that we have our rider placed 
in the saddle at the halt, we will next 
consider the horse in motion.

The acting is admirable. You may or may not care for 
the role John Gilbert plays, but, either way, you will admit 
he plays it realistically.

Homo sapiens than the diversity of his tongues. All 
dogs understand one another easily and at sight; a 
chow and a St. Bernard, meeting for the first time, fall 


‘into amicable discourse instantly, though one may have been 


born at Nanking and the other at Zermatt. It is the same 
with cats, horses, cows, bullfrogs, and ants, and even with 
human beings after death, as the news sent back from the 
spirit world by the late Valentino attests. But on the earthly 


plane men cling to their discordant and preposterous dialects, 


and so view one another with doubt and suspicion and work 
up hatreds and engage in wars. | 

It is almost impossible to get rid of the uneasiness that a 
strange langua%e engenders. The man speaking it inevitably 
seems somewhat uncouth and idiotic, and there is a facile 
transition from the uncouth to the inimical. If Sacco and 
Vanzetti had been able to speak English fluently and cor- 
rectly at the time of their trial the chances are very good 
that the jury would have laughed at some of the nonsensical 
“evidence " brought against them. They might, indeed, have 
been acquitted. But their woppish. gargling was against 
them, and so they got short shrift. Now, having improved 
their seven years behind the bars by perfecting their English, 
they are treated far more politely and thousands are for them 
who were formerly against them. 

No counter interest seems to be strong enough to neutralize 
this deep seated and almost instictive linguistic hostility. The 
entente cordiale blew up on Flanders fields, with English and 
French soldiers ducking the same shells and jawing at one 
another hopelessly. The English went home convinced that 
the French were chimpanzees; the French said good-by to 
them convinced that they were gorillas. The American con- 
scripts came home disliking both, for the English of the 
English was almost as unintelligible to them as the French 


of the French. 
* 


What it costs the human race in hard cash to jabber in 
so many different tongues is hard to figure out: it must run 
to billions of dollars a year. At regular intervals an optimist 
arises with a new and easy artificial language and proposes 


| that every one learn it at once, and so put an end to the 


loss. But these schemes never take hold. A few enthusiasts 
are converted, and presently it is announced that a bright 
girl in Palermo or Cape Town, having learned Volapiik or 
Esperanto in four lessons, is corresponding actively with a 
young man in Buenos Aires or Seatle who learned It 
But that is as far as the thing ever goes. In a few years 
new universal language is forgotten and another has taken 
its place. 

Other optimists from time to time announce that English 
(it used to be Russian) is making fast progress in all direc 
tions, and that in fifty or a hundred years everybody on 
earth will speak it, and the other languages will be aban- 
doned. But that is immensely improbable. The fact is that 
English is nowhere displacing any other language. Here and 
there it is coming in as a second language, but nowhere is 
it going any further. Even the Dutch in South Africa cling 
to the Taal, despite the union, just as the Canucks in Canada 
cling to their bad French and the Filipinos remain faithful 
to Spanish. All these peoples learn English after a fashion, 
but they seldom if ever think in it. Thus a man who speaks 
it as his native tongue remains a foreigner to them, and they 

The progress of English is mainly along the world’s trade 
routes. It becomes the universal language of commerde. But 
such languages of commerce have arisen in the past and then 
disappeared. They never displace the truly national lan- 
guages. Even Latin could not do it. It fastened itself upon 
the people of France and Spain only-at the cost of becoming 
unintelligible to genuine Romarts, and this corruption had 
such repercussions at home that it eventually ceased to exist 
as a living language. The Germanic dialects, farther north, 
beat it easily and completely. 

The fact is that we are probably further from a universal 
language today than we have been since the dawn of the 
middle ages and that we are moving away from it instead of 
toward it. The revival of nationalism is everywhere working 
in that direction. Fifteen years ago every literate Czech 
transacted most of his business in German; now his.children 
are studying Czech. The Walloons refuse to learn French and 
talk grandly of separating themselves from Belgium. The 
Norwegians revive an ancient peasant dialect and so strive to 
make themselves unintelligible to the Danes. The more vis- 
ionary Irish plan to stamp out English in their country and 
return to Gaelic. And gabble of the same sort is heard from 
the Slovenes, the Finns, the Letts, the Basques, the Egyp- 
tians, and even the Corsicans, 

Moreover there is an obvious tendency for most of the more 
important languages of the world to eplit into dialects, espe- 
cially English and Spanish. ‘The Spanish spoken in Mexico, 
for example, now differs very considerably from the Spanish 
of Spain—to such an t, indeed, that Spaniards find it 
very hard to understand. Its relation to correct Castilian is 
very much like the relation of the dialect spoken by the Appa- 
lachian mountaineers to the correct English of London. On 
the one hand, it ig full of archaiams, long abandoned in Spain, 
and on the other hand it bristles with neologisms, mainly bor- 
rowed from the Indian languages or from the English. 

All the other countries of Latin-America have developed 
their own dialects and the differences between them are in 
some cases very extensive. English has influenced all of 
them, especially in the matter of vocabulary, but most of 
their loan-words have come out of the Indian languages, 
which differ greatly from place to place. Most of these dia- 
lects show grammatical decay. In some of them the three 
conjugations of standard Castilian are.reduced to two; in 
others some of the letters of the alphabet have changed their 
sounds. The educated people of Latin-America are all taught 
stanadard Castilian, but they speak it as seldom as educated 
Americans speak) standard English. 

* 


English itself seems 


to be breaking into dialects, despite 
the heroic effort of purists to preserve its unity) This effort 
in the United States is largely inspired by a puerile Angio- 
mania; it is very prevalent among university pedagogues with 
their eyes on Oxford degrees. On the lower levels it takes the 
form of an active propaganda for certain British affectations 
—for example. the pronunciation of either as eye-ther. This, 
in fact, is bad English as well as bad American. Historically, 
the word is ee-ther, not eye-ther, just as neither is nee-ther. 
4 But in spite of all such bubblings and upwashings of the 
colonial spirit American moves away from standard English 
very steadily, both in vocabulary and in pronunciation, and 


“most English philologians make no effort to deny the plain 


fact. Some time ago one of the most intelligent of them, Mr. 
H. E. Palmer, linguistic adviser to the Japanese government, 
prepared a dictionary of English pronunciation for the use 
of Japanese students. In a vocabulary of 9,645 words he 
noted nearly 3,000 that were differently pronounced in Eng- 
land and America. And these were all ordinary words: he 
did not include any slang, or, indeed, any other neologisms. 
This tendency to variation, as I say, is resisted stoutly by 
the birchmen told off to police the speech of sophomores, but 
it continues nevertheless, and at any moment some accident 
of international politics may change resistance to it into 
yielding and even support. A war with England, which is 
ble, would wofk a miracle upon these 


revolting nature in standard English, and in a few weeks 
would see them alert for every eye-ther and rushing to the 
polizei with news of it. During the revolution there were 
American patriots who proposed seriously that English de 
abandoned altogether in America, and either Hebrew or 
Greek, both sacred languages, substituted. There will be no 
need to go that far next time, for American will be ready to

“ Ruddigore” Not So Good. . 

The second Gilbert and Sullivan revival of the spring is 
one of “ Ruddigore.” .Six years ago, during a Gilbert and 
Sullivan revival at the Park theater (now the Cosmopolitan, 
since moving picture interests made it over and later leased 
it to Florenz Ziegfeld for “ Louis XIV.”), Lawrence Anhalt 
and William Wade Hinshaw included “ Ruddigore’” in their 
répertoire. The competition was not strong that year, and 
they continued to sing “ Ruddigore” for seventeen weeks. 

If it lasts seven weeks this year I will be surprised. 
There is unquestionably a definite Gilbert and Sullivan pubtic. 
Just as there is a Shaw public. Or a James Matthew 
Barrie public. But*it been pretty well satisfied this year 
by the Winthrop Ames revival of “ The Pirates of Penzance ” 
and “ Iolanthe.” 

This revival of “ Ruddigore"’ seems sluggish and uninter- 
esting. The Sullivan music, of course, is wonderfully satis- 
fying. The Gilbert humor is as superior as the Savoyards 
expect it to be. But it was written to poke fun at the tend- 
ency of its time, which was to mak@ much of extravagant 
melodrama in which the unhappy baronets were always the 
villains and the honorable man-o’-wars-men the heroes. 

Gilbert introduced a group of baronets in “ Ruddigore”’ 
sworn to commit one wicked act a day; and had great fun 
with them. But today they are no more than a clammy crew 
who step out of their ancestral gallery and sing an amusing 
chorus and retire. The shafts of satire are heavy and the 
points dull Today Gilbert would have taken the mystery 
plays and the big city gummen as subjects. We have made 
little, if any, progress in intelligence in the last thirty years. 
But we have changed the form. Our melodramatists 
quite as dumb, but they are more exciting. 

The cast of ‘‘ Ruddigore” includes the veteran Will Dan- 
forth, Herbert Waterous, Viola Carson, and Craig Campbell. 
They sing well, but they win neither encomiums nor medals 
for acting. 

Can’t Do Much with Human Nature. 

I have a letter asking if it is true that the threatened 
padlock law, by the terms of which a theater may be closed, 
like a night club, for a period of months if the owner permits 
an entertainment calculated to impair the morals of the 
youthful and immature to be presented in his house, has 
proved effective in New York.

* 
Details Deftly Blended. 
The chief difference is that, with 
the wide orchestra pit and the con- 
stant use of soft lighting, you view the 
peene as from a distance. ‘BDven the 
Auditorium, which habitually differs 
in both these respects, is more inti- 
mate than La Scala. Facial expres- 
sions and small movements are conse- 
quently of less importance. The su- 
perb performance of the sacristan ‘that 
Vittorio Trevisan gives at the Audi- 
torium and Ravinia would be com- 
pletely lost in this house because s0 
much of the scene is shaded, and that 
vould be a great misfortune. But you 
get a big and complete picture with 
ill its details deftly blended, and that 
is something, too. 
As to prices, you may pay almost 
tulything you desire. Standing room 
in the second balcony is six lire, ac- 
cording to today’s exchange about 
thirty-two cents. From there it runs 
up to 300 or even 500 lire for the best 
in the house, and on special occasions, 
such as first performances, even high- 
er. I am told that at the first per- 
formance of “Turandot” a year ago 
seats on the main floor cost $57 
apiece, and people thought they were 
iucky to get them at that. 

But La Scala is not self-supporting, 
even at that scale. It is assisted by 
the other ,theaters of Milan. Every 
time you buy a theater ticket, whether 
for dramatic performance, operetta, or 
movie, you pay a small amount extra 
ae tax, and that tax is turned over to 
the treasury of La Scala. That, too, 
would be an interesting experiment to 
try in Chicago.

The next year a new baby came, I 
had pneumonia, the bills were enorm- 
ous, and to climax affairs, hubby lost 
his job. All our savings went to the 
hospital, and we fell behind in our 
payments. 

The owner was splendid. We ex- 
plained matters and he told us to pay 
the interest when convenient, and he 
would carry us right along. Hubby's 
new job only paid $140 a month, and 
with five to feed it was a struggle, 
but we caught up. 

We had a garden, I made jelly, chili 
sauce, and pickles to sell and watched 
every grocery sale... 

Our daughter had her tonsils re- 
moved, I had dental work done, hubby 
had neuritis, but everything is fine 
now. Hubby got a $35 a month raise, 
and we only have our first mortgage 
to deal with. 

We now intend to sell or trade for 
a larger home, as we have only four 
rooms and are pretty crowded. The 
fire which seemed so disastrous proved 
a blessing, indeed; for us.

many apartment 
dwellers, office 
people, who know 
nothing about re- 
pairing or decor- 
ating or garden- 
ing and who hesi- 
tate buying a 
cheap home for 
fear of being de- 
prived of apartment convenfences’? 
It is to this class that my experience 
is written. 

Three years ago, we had reached 
our limit in rent paying and yet on 
account of a growing family we 
needed more room. We had no money 
saved, but managed to borrow enough 
to make a down payment on a bunga- 
low. Because we had no experience 
in selecting a house, we thought it 
safest to buy our first home from a 
well advertised, reliable subdivider, on 
the monthly payment plan. 

So We bought a new bungalow on the 
outskirts of the city, where we ob 
tained all city conveniences excepting 
heat and mail service. My husband, 
an office man, was uninclined or un- 
able to work about the house, so it 
was up to myself and two boys to 
fix up the yard, though we didn't 
know much about it. 

The soil was clay and it took a pick 
ax to plow it up a bit. Then for two 
summers the boys hauled black dirt in 
a wheelbarrow from an adjacent 
prairie, and last summer we had a nice 
vegetable garden and a lawn bordered 
with berry bushes and flowers. 

In summing it all up, we find that 
though we paid $50 a month on the 
house, taxes, fuel bills, and not being 
handy, bills for repairs and decorating 
yet our monthly expenses are less than 
the rent we paid, and we have $700 in- 
stead of rent receipts. As our bunga- 
low meets our needs we are not plan- 
ning to sell and make a profit, but to 
use our spare cash to make it more 
attractive. 

We never enjoyed an apartment as 
much as we do our own home, and 
none of us wishes to go back te a 
city flat, not even my husband, who 
was so reluctant to embark on the 
home owning venture.

The modern. ventilators possible in 
the home today are a long step for- 
ward in the solving of that important 
domestic problem, indoor ventilation. 

Correct ventilation is as necessary 
to good health as is proper humidity 
in the air. It is also necessary to the 
comfort of those living in the house, 
for there is nothing which takes the 


stuffy smells from the kitchen per- 
meating all parts morning, noon and 
night. . 

Homes are now being built so we 
insulated that warm air is rigorously 
confined within the four walls of a 
house in the avinter time. And hot 
air is as definitely excluded in the sum- 
mer time. Weather strips Have added 
their share to the keeping out of air 
and so have storm windows. : 

But for this very reason, homes are 
now so sealed against exposure to out- 
side air, so protected from: the en- 
croachments of the elements, that 
more than ever before they need ade 
quate ventilation. | 


To Fit All Purses. 


Today there are on the market many 
kinds of ventilators, some of them in- 
expensive enough to be afforded by the 
most modest of home owners, and oth- 
ers of varying degrees of cost, intend- 
ed for homes of all sorts and kinds. 
But different as these ventilators are 
in type and price all contribute to the 
elimination of cooking odors and fuel 
gases and to the introduction of fresh 
air within the four walls of the house. 

In small homes especially, where 
the dining room and kitchen and din- 
ing nook are often in close proximity, 
these ventilation devices keep the air 
in the kitchen as clean and fresh after 
the preparation of a big dinner as be- 
fore, and they prevent the passage of 
cooking odors into any other part of 
the house. They are a true boon. 

There are several simple and popu- 
lar types of vefitilators on the mar- 
ket. 

One is a blower type which can fit 
into a kitchen window and draw the 
impure odors and smoke from the 
kitchen outdoors, and also, by reverse 
process, throw the fresh air into the 
kitchen. Practically this same type

They can be plain or shutter like, 
and they stand upright or at a slight 
angle on a window sill so that*there 
is space for air between them and the 
window pane. 

There are, furthermore, the central 
ventilating plants, placed in the base- 
ment.

NEW METHOD 
HOME BUILDING 
TRIED INDIANA 


Walls Built on Ground; 
Hoisted Into Place. 


A house is now under process of 
building at 128 Vine street, Hammond, 
Ind., by mettod of construction 
which is different from other contem- 
porary methods. 

Instead of erecting the wails up 
right, which is the ordinary way, they 
are built flat on the ground as a pave- 
ment is built. Then the completed 
wall is elevated to an upright position. 

The excavating and pouring of foun- 
dation footings is done the usual way 
and then the rest of the work, the 
foundation walls, the side walls, the 
first and second floors, and the roof, 
where it is flat, are built in lateral 
fashion. Window sash, door frames, 
and even the fireplaces are set in place 
while on the ground. 

Wall Hoisted Up. ; 


for several days it is hoisted to a ver- 
tical position and cemented to the foot- 
ings. The ends of the walls are laced 
together with horizontal rods and steel 
mesh. Steel floor joists are laid, cov- 
ered with a fine metal mesh over 
which 4 inches of cinder concrete is 
poured for the floor. 

Once the side walls are cemented to 
the foundation the second floor or flat 
roof is built the same as the first floor, 
except that insulation is placed over 
the joist instead of metal mesh. In 
two story structures with gabled roofs 
the second floor partitions can be 
made of cinder concrete or wood and 
the rafters and roof made in the usual 


way. 
Claim for Economy. 

It is claimed for this construction 
that its decided economy makes possi- 
ble the use of materials which might 
otherwise be prohibitive to the builder 
of a small home. The best insulating 
materials can also be used because of 
the small cost of construction. 

It is also claimed for these houses 
by enthusiastic adherents of this proc- 
ess that the upkeep cost is low, that 
they are fireproof, and that the walls 
and floors are soundproof. 

Any kind of material may be used 
jn this method of building as in any 
other method. A minimum length of 
time is required to build a house this 
way, it is stated.

The new codperative turkey project, .

He says 
about 800 codperators, representing 
most of the states of the Union and 
old Mexico, have signed up for the 
new project developed by the Minne- 
sota school’s turkey experts. The co- 
operators are working from Maine to 
Florida and from coast to coast. About 
350 of them are in Minnesota. 

Dr. Billings estimates that the new 
project as it now stands involves the 
production of 1,500,000 turkeys. He 
considers the estimate consérvative. 
There will be trial flocks ranging from 
30 to 5,000 birds in each flock. The 
biggest flock is on a North Dakota 
turkey farm. 


Information Sent Out. 

“ Talking Turkey,” a new bulletin, is 
being sent out ffom the University of 
Minnesota, St. Paul, Minn. Six thou- 
sand copies already hava been mailed 
out in answer to requests from turkey 
raisers. The farms of all the turkey 
codpérators in Minnesota will be vis- 
ited next month by extension workers. 

Experiments in turkey raising con- 
ducted at the Minnesota station last 
year showed that artificial incubation 
and brooding can be used with great 
success. The tests showed that poults 
thrive under confinement where they’ 
are kept on good, clean soil. They 
must, of course, be properly fed. 

The poults in the experiments 
thrived on a dry mash made of equal 
parts by weight of yellow corn meal, 


flour to start with, but changed to.

Dr. Billings says that to 70 pounds of 
this mixture the investigators added 
30° pounds of high grade beef scraps, 
a half pound of fine table salt and a 
half pound of powdered charcoal.

Netting Over a Million.

This is paid 
at the rate of 3 cents a quart to pick- 
ers, who migrate to this section from 
all parts of the country to follow the 
harvest. Many bring their families 
with them and some individuals have 
earned as high as $10.08 in one day. 
Thousands of local pickers in the va- 
rious towns also aid in the berry har- 
vest each year. 

A veritable mountain of ice will be 
used in icing the berries, so they may 
be kept fresh from the time they are 
picked until they reach the consumer. 
It is estimated that more than 40,000 
tons of ice will be used this season
